THE BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR. 


Mach controversy has raged as tohow far the State 
should coucern itself in industry. This is not likely to be 
the case in relation to. the British Industries Fair, organis- 
ed by the Department of Overseas Trade. Apparently the 
exhibition is to be an annual event: at least, the success 
attained in the- last-yearor-two has~encouraged a repeti- 
tion, and the indications are that the exbibition is meetin 
with still greater support this'year. The Fair. which will 
last for eleven days, is to opened on the 27th. inst.. and, as 
last year, is to be held partly at Birmingham. Last year, 
we believe, a third section was held in Glasgow, and it is 
a matter for surprise that there is no mention of the 

‘Second City this time.. Perhaps the Glasgow section is to 
be held @ little later." As it is, the stand frontage of the 

. Fair, in London and Birminghaim, will cover no fess than 
five anda hali miles, which is farin excess of anything 
hitherto staged. , 

The opening of the exhibition has beeu preceded by an 
extensive and vigorous campaign in the way of systematic 
advertising, which has been carried out by the secretariat 
on the follow-np plan. Some 40,000 prospective foreign 
buyers have thus been circularised by a series of com- 
munications, in which eight languages have been employed. 
In addition. the home buyers’ invitation-list contains a quar- 

" terofa million names. Thevalue of this method of encourag- 
ing foreign trade has been shown by the batches of inquiries 
from abroad received daily. These letters ask all sorts of 
questions relating ‘to exhibition space, transport, and 
cognate matters. Itis evident from the character of the 

" inquiries that the new scheme of export credits has helped 
to stimulate activity. The great feature of the Fair this 
year will be the section devoted to chemicals and dyestufis, 
These allied groups of manufactured products were almost 
extinguished at one period of the war. The Fair is 
expected to reveal a wonderful recovery, due largely to the 
efforts of the Boird of Trade. To the London side of the 
exhibition have been added two new (ic. they did not ap- 

ear in last year's exhibition) and important groups of 
industries, the manufacture of boots aud shoes and the 
production of foodstuffs of all kinds, which account for a 
substantial portion of the additional space. A ‘previously 
successful branch of the exbibition, the display of chemical 
glassware and pottery, as well as the exhibit of optical 
glass, will again be found io a promiuent place- : 

This is a case where the enterprise must commend 
itself to the community in general, The enterprise is run 
by a Government department, but except ‘fora loan, duly 
repaid, there has been no demand upor the national ex- 
chequer. No additional burden, threatens the taxpayer; 
on the contrary, the Treasury received a profit From’ the 

undertaking last year, and this year. gives promise of 

' greater returns. “But the Fair's great recommendation is, 

. of course, the stimulus to commerce. Here we have an 

example of State activity which all'can commend. .”.

A Way Ont. . 
Ifwe are to judge from what 
we hear, the main obstacle 
standing ‘in the way of a resomp- 
tion of work by tha seamen 
strikers is the -question of the 
revival of their Union, The 
strikers want the legal status of 
their old Unjoo, under its old 
name, to ba reatored, bat the 
Government, having declared the 
organisation unlawful, is dis- 
inclined to go back on its action. 
Ik seems to us that it is nothing 
short of ridiculous that the strike, 
which is causing such grave 
dislocation of trade, should be 
prolonged for the mers sake of 
deciding whether the Union shall 
ba .called an organisation of 
“seamen” or of “navigsting 
werkmen.” We realiso the “face 
saxing” issue involted, but, atter 
all the Union was dissolved by 
the Government bacausa of its 
actiang, and ‘not becausa of its 
nem. Therefore, could not a 
way out of tha deadlock ba found 
by conceding to tha strikers the 
rezantion of the old name, but 
caly on condition that provision 
be made in tha Union's ralas for 
arbitration in future disputes and 
for such restrictions on its activ. 
itias as are deemed necassary ? 
Atsny rate, it is high time this 
point of the nomenclature of the 
Union be disposed. of, 99 that 
serious negotiations for.a settle. 
ment may be commenced without 
further delay. 
“Slave” Virtues.

It is a mistake to 
make a fetish, as many people 
do, even of such qualities as 
punctaality, regularity, and the 
rast; batitis a worse mistake to 
hesp indiscriminate disparag>- 
mentupon them. Assuredly the 
general bocy of industry could 
not continue to flourish io their 
absence. 


Labour-Leader Golfer. . 


Speaking of Mr. Col reminds 
us of his collesgue Mr. Frank 
Hodges, secretary of the Miners’ 
Federation, unless his proffered 
resignation has bren accepted— 
but we fancy that disagreemant 
over the strika bas been settled. 
Mr. Hodzes hasfobsained electian, 
not without a Little opposition a’ 
first, toa golf club near London, 
and a journalist of psychological 
propensities has been noting how 
the royal and ancient gam» has 
operated upon the Labour leader's 
character.

Some 
of the other countries fo receipt 
af, the ‘indemnity "dyes appear 
to try to re-export them in dis- 
regard of the agreement of the 
Reparations Committea which 
probibits the re-export of those 
dyes to any foreign country...

bave such dyes warranted as 
“reparation” dyes and urge the 
other parties to reflect on their 
action. But the. authorities ap- 
pesr to acknowledge them 
tacitly. fearmg that not only by 
taking that course of action dis- 
tress merchants and badly affect 
future business: but disagreeable 
resutts mas be brought dip- 
lomaticalls by trifling matter as
